Unlike the first Hague conference, 
at which Chancellor Philip Snowden, 
of Great Britain, astonished the world 
by vigorously ending the British en- 
tente with France, the present con- 
ference has been carefully prepared by 
diplomatic exchanges which seem to 
have brought a complete agreement be- 
tween France, Great Britain and 
Italy. It is believed, therefore, that 
the negotiations will sueceed. The 
French even hope that all will be 
over in 10 days so that the delegates 
may proceed directly to the meeting of 
the League of Nations council in Ge- 
neva, January 13. 

The Germans are less optimistic, 
though even in Germany nobody se- 
riousiy doubts that the plan will go 
through. The British are reported to 
be particularly eager for rapid 
achievement so that a way will be 
prepared and a favorable - atmosphere 
created for a great London naval con- 
ference, 

Nevertheless, there are a number 
of minor points on the agenda. The 
bank statutes must be completed.

“The steady decline in the number 


of lynchings, from 88 in 1919 to 11 
in 1928 and 10 in the year just ended 
is undoubtedly due,” the statement 
said, “to a rapid growth of public 
ne in behalf of justice and 
aw. 

“Another evidence of progress which 
the commission counts equally impor- 
tant,*though less spectacular, has beeu 
the rapid increase of educational fa- 
cilities for negroes during the last 
decade. This has taken the form of 
larger public appropriations, longer 
school terms, better prepared and bet- 
ter paid teachers, construction of thou- 
sands of modern schoolhouses, multi- 
plication of high schools, and more lib- 
eral support of normal and collegi- 
ate institutions. This has come about, 
the commission believes, not only as 
a result of the south’s increasing pros- 
perity, but even more because of a 
growing public confidence that educa- 
tion for negroes makes for efficiency 
and good citizenship. just as in the 
case of white people.”

of this kind in any city. Formerly, 
our orders from Atlanta were filled 
the night reccived at Tifton and were 
delivered the next day to the cus- 
tomers here.

Shipment to all other points in the 
nation will be continued direct from 
Tifton as heretofore,” Mr. Sawyer 
explained. 

The extent to which the new indus- 
try established by Mr. Sawyer has 
aided in the farm diversification 
movement of Georgia was indicated 
jin the Tifton producer's statement 
that the size of the sausage busi- 
ness has nearly doubled yearly over 
the period of seven years. 


“Last year we killed nearly 550 
hogs on the farm and out anticipa- 
tion for the 1930 business will require 
1,000 hogs,” Mr. Sawyer said. While 
lard, hog-head cheese, fertilizer and 
other by-products are manufactured 
at the Sawyer farm in utilizing every 
part of the hog, the principal products 
are sausages, in all varieties, togeth- 
jer with hams and bacon. 

Wife Chief Aid. 

Mr. Sawyer’s chief aid in admin- 
istration of the sausage plant is his 
wife. ‘‘My wife and I started in the 
Sausage business when we found it 
impossible to make a go of straight 
farming,” the enterprising manufac- 
turer stated. “It was seven years ago, 
| When agricultural conditions were 
‘practically panic-ridden, and most of 
; the farmers in south Georgia were 
in the same situation as we. 

“We had been making sausage for 
our own consumption and found that 
they compared favorably with the fa- 
mous advertised brands on the mar- 
ket that were being purchased from 
outside the state. Competition did 
not seem keen in the country sausage 
production field, so my wife and I 
decided to enter it. The first year 
we killed 25 hogs, which made a good 
start in the business, The next year 
demand for the product had grown 
to where it took just twice as many 
head of hogs. 

“Since then the demand for the 
Sawyer sausage has outgrown the 
hog-raising capacity of our farm and 
now we are aiding the hog-cultiva- 
tion industry on Georgia farms by 
making large purchases for the sau- 
sage plant. Our ‘farm has been 
equipped with modern machinery and 
steam sterilizing outfits for efficient

HAVANA, Cuba, Jan. 2.—(United 
News.)—A brilliant fature for Cuba 
as a commercial and cultural cross- 
roads of the world. was predic- 
ed by President Gerardo Mechado 
in an exclusive statement to the 
United News. He outlined a great 
program of highways and aviation de- 
velopment for his nation, described 
Cuba as friendly with all American 
countries and indicated the island re- 
public was ready to adapt itself to 
the changing needs of international 
affairs. 

His predictions were made in the 
forms of answers to a questionnaire 
submitted by James I. Miller, vice 
president in charge of Latin-American 
activities of the United News. 

“According to your opinion, which 
are the most notable social, economic 
and diplomatic advancements  ob- 
tained during your administration?” 
the president was asked. 


“In the social order, 1 consider the 
greatest achievement the fact of hav- 
ing united with the great majority 
of the vital forces of the country in 
one common effort replete with noble 
purposes,” he replied, 

“Diplomatically the most seasoned 
fruit of our efforts has been to af- 
firm our very cordial relations with 
other countries. As to the economic 
order, I consider it a positive victory 
for Cuba to have weathened the gen- 
eral crisis prevailing among nations 
without severe reverses, establishing 
at the same time firm bases of our 
future prosperity through the con- 
struction of a cenfral. highway, the 
drafting of the first Cuban tariff, the 
development of numerous institutions 
of culture and the notable improve- 
ment of our civic centers.”

“What would the completion of the 
central highway mean to Cuba?’ was 
the next question.

State Granted Appeal From

NASHVILLE, Tenn., Jan. 2.—UH) 
Chancellor James B. Newman ruled

The “bonus” was included in the 
miscellaneous appropriations bill, 
passed at the closing day of the ex- 
traordinary session December 14. It 
was. set forth in the bill that the 
$100 allowance was for “expenses,” 
and Governor Henry H. Horton, in 
signing the measure, said he had been 
advised by the attorney-general that 
such an appropriation was legal. The 
governor, however, said his own “po- 
sition against legislative bonuses is 
well known.” 

During the administration of Gov- 
ernor Peay the 1927 legislature voted 


‘its members a $750 bonus. Governor 


Peay refused to sigu the bill, which 
was passed over his veto. The su- 


preme court upheld the governor and 
decided against the bonus. 

Mrs. Peay contended that the $100 
allowance of the extraordinary on, 
which lasted two weeks, was in pro- 
portion to that made for the 75-day 
regular session of 1927 and that it 
was an “unlawful increase in compen- 
sation.”

DES MOINES, Iowa, Jan. 2.—() 
A new proof of the peculiar wave mo- 
tion believed by some scientists to ce- 
ment the universe today was awarded 
the highest honor of the American 
Association for the Advancement of 
Beience, the $1,000 reward for “an 
outstanding paper.” 

‘The author was A. J. Dempster, 
physicist of the University of Chi- 
cago.

According to one of the latest sen- 
sations in science, called wave-me- 
chanics, there is thought to be a wave 
motion of the particles in all sub- 
stances. It is believed that this mo- 
tion in some manner affects the very 
nature of material substance. 

Extremists have gone so far as to 
suggest that everything which exists 
in the last analysis merely is some 
form of wave motion, : 

Tangible proof of this motion is 
regarded with great interest. Only 
a few physicists have attempted dem- 
onstrations and it was barely two 
years ago that Davisson and Germer, 
of New York, obtained one of the 
first evidences. That was of wave 
motion in electrons, particles far 
lighter than the bits of hydrogen used 
by Dempster. One or two other 
physicists have reported evidence of 
the hydrogen motion, and the award 
to Dempster was made en account of 
the convincing nature of his demon- 
stration. 

In a vacuum tube he stripped a 
stream of hydrogen atoms of their 
electrons. He had left nearly full- 
sized atoms which he directed in a 
tiny stream against a calcite crystal 
From the manner in’ which these 
atoms rebounded off the crystal sur- 
face he showed that they were hitting 
it with a wave motion. 

Mr. Dempster is known among 
scientists fér work on vacuum tubes 
and for analysis of isotopes, which 
are minute differences in weight of 
elements that do not affect their 
chemical actions.

Summary of the synchronized traf- 
fic signal system follows:

Members of the electric lights com- 
mittee instructed Mr. Hendricks to 
take whatever action is necessary to 
stop out-of-town contractors from 
making installations without obtain- 
ing local licenses. 

Mr. Hendricks reported that an out- 
of-town contractor had attempted to 
have a local contractor’ obtain a per- 
mit for certain work in order to avoid 
payment of a license, and that he had 
stopped work pending decision of the 
committee.

So | 
fortune’s child used to find a feotball 
bouncing into his hands and he would 
gather it in and, usually with little 
opposition, gallop to glory, with the 
stands thrilled and cheering.

Now the 
batter is permitted to swing twice at 
the ball and miss it—certainly man- 
ual errors—without penalty, and he 
van then foul all the balls into the 
stands he can reach. So the batter 
is, to an extent, protected by rule. 
Moreover, in every park there are 
ground rules. When a ball goes into 
a dugout or to certain spots, the run- | 
ner is limited regarding the bases he 
mav take on the play. 

This is because, under those circum- | 
stances, the fielders are not considered | 
to hnve a fair chance to field the ball. | 
So, in football, the attacking side is | 
not considered to have a fair chance | 
to defend itself against a fumble. The | 
error is still penalized, but by loss | 
of the ball, which often is heavy pun- | 
ishment. » | 

Many of the coaches ¢eclare that 
they have been willing to take many 
more chances under the present rule, 
and that those chances which they 
took made this last season one of the 
best from the spectators’ point of view | 
the game ever saw. The argument 
appears fairly sound. 

OLD DAYS. 

Football in the old days was a 
gaine where the opponents were en- 
titled to profit to the utmost by your 
mistakes and their alertness.

NEW YORK, Jan. 2.—()—A 
bullish New Year's celebration, held 
by operators for the advance at the 
opening of today’s curb market, 
proved to be of short duration, as a 
flood of selling swept over the mar- 
ket in the afternoon, leaving final quo- 
tations irregularly lower. The re- 
action was inspired by a series of 
bearish developments, including the 
passing of the American Cigar divi- 
dend, the revelation of large losses 
taken by investment trusts in the No- 
vember break and the threat by the 
Class A _ stockholders’ committee of 
the William Fox Theatrical Enter- 
prises. 

Several stocks, particularly in the 
aviation group, which had been sub- 
jected to heavy tax selling in the past 
few weeks, rallied briskly when this 
pressure was removed, and succeeded 
in retaining a good par rt of their gains. 
Recently organized pools, which start- 
ed operations in the hope of attract- 
ing a large public following, stepped 
aside when it became apparent that 
the January re-investment demand 
was not coming up to expectations. 

In the investment trust group, Leh- 
man Corporation advanced more than 


$5 a share to $80.12 1-2 on the pub- 
lication of its report showing asset 
value in excess of $91 a share, but it 
lost all but a fraction of its gain. 
Goldman Sachs closed fractionally low- 
er after having registered | an early 
gain of more than 3 point. The new 
tri-continental issues were admitted 
to trading, but also failed.to maintain 
their early gains. 

In the public utility group. most 
of the active issues such as Electric 
Bond and Share, American and For- 
eign Power warrants, American Su- 
perpower and Electric Power Asso- 
ciates lost ground, while a few or- 
dinarily inactive shares, such as Amer- 
ican Light and Traction and Con- 
solidated Gas of Baltimore, closed 
with substantial gains.
